Neighbors 
claim 
board's 
decision 
way  out 
of  line

Sweeping  aside  a  previous 
ruling  by  the  Deparimenl  of 
Building  Inspection,  on  May  13 
the  SF  Board  of  Appeals,  in  a  4-0 
decision,  disagreed  that  an  un- 
lawful demolition  took  place  at 
524  28th  Avenue  and  ruled  in  fa- 
vor of  the  owner,  an  employee  at 
ihc  dcpanmenL 

In  a  complicated  case  that  in- 
cludes charges  of  bureaucratic 
bungling  and  insider  manipula- 
tion by  three  city  employees,  the 
commissioners  overturned  a 
November  1997  decision  by 
Herman  Alcalde,  hearing  officer 
with  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  who  upheld  the  Building 
Department's  decision. 

At  the  May  13  hearing,  com- 
missioners listened  to  testimony 
from  city  officials  and  neighbors 
who  argued  that  alterations  to  the 
suiiclure  were  substantial  enough 
to  constitute  a  demolition  under 
the  building  code. 

'The  way  the  code  is  written 
leaves  room  for  interpretation," 
said  Jim  Hutchinson,  deputy  di- 
rector at  the  Department  of 
Building  Inspection. 

Although  the  board  disagreed 
that  changes  to  the  original  struc- 
ture were  substantial  enough  to 
constitute  a  demolition,  the  com- 
missioners levied  a  fine  against 
owner  Maoe  Tjoe,  a  plan  checker 
with  the  Department  of  Building' 
Inspection,  of  twice  the  permit 
fee  (between  $8,000  and 
$12,000)  for  failing  to  get  ap- 
proval from  the  Planning 
Department  for  a  revised  set  of 
plans.  The  board  also  ordered 
Tjoe  to  Slick  to  the  original  plans 
which  were  approved. 

'The  project  sponsor  was  an 
insider  who  had  knowledge  of 
how  things  worked,"  said  board 
President  Carole  Cullum,  who 
proposed  the  fine.  "It  doesn't  feel 
right"

Coalition  discusses  needs  of  homeless 

'Great  Sweep'  a  great  success,  crack  down  on  double  parkers,  crime  rate  still  down

While  a  variety  of  other  topics 
were  discussed  at  last  month's 
Richmond  Neighborhood  Coal- 
ition meeting,  homclessness  was 
the  strongly  emphasized  focus. 

The  featured  speaker  at  the 
meeting  was  Jim  Tate,  director  of 
the  South  of  Market  Menial 
Health  Clinic's  MOST  (Mobile 
Outreach  Service  Team),  who 
discussed  various  homelessness 
issues. 

He  began  his  presentation  by 
explaining  that  just  about  every- 


body who  is  homeless  suffers 
from  one  or  more  forms  of  emo- 
tional problems. 

"All  of  them  need  some  kind 
of  help  or  counseling."  he  said. 
"These  illnesses  arc  often  what 
cause  people  to  stay  on  the 
streeLs." 

Tate  said  it  is  hard  to  manage 
mental  illnesses  that  afflict  peo- 
ple on  the  streets  because  they 
are  often  difficult  to  locate. 

"One  of  the  solutions  is  to 
take  the  services  to  the  people 
that  need  them,"  he  said. 

He  said  MOST  deals  with 


multiple  problems  faced  by 
homeless  people. 

"We  have  assembled  social 
workers,  doctors  and  psychia- 
trists in  our  program,"  he  said. 

Tate  said  the  greatest  needs  of 
homeless  people  arc  hot  meals  or 
food,  resirooms.  showers,  mes- 
sage boards,  places  to  leave  notes 
and  storage  for  possessions. 

Prior  to  this  discussion,  an- 
nouncements about  past  and  up- 
coming neighborhood  events 
were  given.

Central  Freeway  foes  want  to 
take  fight  back  to  the  ballot  box

On  May  13  the  Citizens 
Advisory  Task  Force  for  the 
Central  Freeway  launched  its 
campaign  to  put  the  "Central 
Freeway  Replacement  Project" 
on  the  November  ballot  as  an  al- 
ternative to  Proposition  H, 
passed  in  November  1997. 

The  proposed  plan  envisions 
traffic  descending  from  the 
Central  Freeway  to  ground  level 
at  Market  Street,  where  it  would 
cross  onto  a  tree-lined  Octavia 
Stfeet  with  two  'Tast  lanes"  in  ci- 
ther direction  along  the  center, 
and  dual  one-way  residential 


"slow  lanes"  along  the  sides.  The 
new  "boulevard"  would  intersect 
with  Haighl,  Page,  Oak  and  Fell 
streets  before  resuming  its  nor- 
mal size. 

In  addition  to  demolishing  the 
Cenu^al  Freeway  north  of  Market 
Suect,  the  proposed  proposition 
would  repeal  Prop.  H  and  rcinsli- 
tule  a  1992  SF  Board  of 
Supervisors  ban  on  rebuilding 
any  above-ground  freeway  ramps 
north  of  Fell  Slrcct. 

The  proposition  needs  10.500 
signatures  to  qualify  for  the 
November  ballot. 

"We  really  made  the  wrong 
choice  with  Prop.  H,"  said  task 


force  member  Tom  Radulovich. 

"There  was  no  other  option  on 
the  ballot  other  than  inaction. 
Even  in  the  absence  of  an  alter- 
native, during  a  low-turnout  elec- 
tion, 47  percent  of  the  people 
voted  against  the  retrofit.  If  wc 
give  a  safer,  cheaper,  quicker 
traffic-moving  alternative,  we 
think  people  will  go  for  it,"  he 
said. 

The  30-member  Citizens 
Advisory  Task  Force  for  the 
Central  Freeway,  picked  from 
neighborhoods  throughout  the 
City,  held  three  years  of  public

"Kids  and  neighbors  cleaned 
the  neighborhood  surrounding 
Washington  High  School,"  he 
said.

As  well,  Pat  Kaussen  an- 
nounced that  a  Multicultural  Arts 
Fair  will  be  held  in  the  neighbor- 
hood June  13.

A  cantankerous  two-hour 
meeting  of  the  Economic 
Development  Transporuiion  and 
Technology  Commiiicc  May  19 
ended  in  defeat  for  Twin  Peaks 
residents  when  a  resolution  au- 
thored by  Supervisor  Sue 
Bicrman  calling  for  a  siaic-of- 
ihc-art  seismic  analysis  of  Suuo 
Tower  was  withdrawn  following 
a  lie  vote. 

The  I  to  1  vote  (Lcno-Y.  Yaki- 
N.  Katz  absent)  effectively  brings 
to  an  end  months  of  angling  by 
Twin  Peaks  residents  to  get  the 
City  to  force  the  tower's  owners 
10  submit  the  25-year-old.  977- 
foot  lower  10  a  rigorous  seismic 
analysis.  Supervisor  Michael 
Yaki's  yes  vote  broke  the  tie  be- 
cause he  is  the  chairman  of  the 
committee. 

During  the  debate,  Bicrman 
blasted  YakI  for  introducing  a 
compromise  resolution  which 
would  have  required  a  full  dy- 
namic analysis  of  the  tower,  but 
allowed  the  project  sponsors  to 
hang  a  lO-ton  digital  antenna  be- 
fore the  analysis  was  completed. 

"This  guts  my  resolution  and 


it's  Ignoring  what  the  neighbor- 
hood IS  worricil  about,"  Bicrman 
said. 

For  months,  neighbors  have 
lobbied  the  Department  of 
Building  Inspection,  the  Planning 
Deparlmcni  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  about  the  lower's 
structural  safety.  Residents  argue 
that  new  data  from  the  Loma- 
Prieia  and  Kobe  earthquakes 
sheds  light  on  how  poorly  steel 
structures  perform  in  large 
quakes. 

Many  residents  fear  Uic  tower 
could  come  crashing  down  on 
houses  and  schools  in  the  tower's 
"fall  zone"  and  say  it  is  fool- 
hearty  lo  add  the  new  antenna  be- 
fore seismic  testing  is  completed. 

Debbie  Lee.  a  parent  whose 
two  children  attend  nearby 
Clarendon  Elementary  School, 
wondered  why  the  committee 
would  not  require  a  full  dynamic 
analysis  on  the  lower  when  the 
City  required  one  for  a  nearby 
Clarendon  Avenue  pedestrian 
bridge,  which  is  currently  under- 
going a  seismic  reirofii. 

'There  is  a  pedesuian  bridge 
thai  has  had  a  seismic  test,  but 
the  lower  hasn't  had  one.  It 
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doesn't  make  sense,"  Lcc  said. 

Another  rcsidcni,  Sui  Ling 
Chen,  told  supervisors  "our  moli- 
vaiion  is  safely  of  ourselves,  of 
our  children." 

Chen  presented  ihc  commiiice 
with  a  petition  signed  by  more 
that  1.000  neighbors  urging  the 
City  to  do  whatever  is  necessary 
to  make  the  tower  safe. 

In  response  to  a  request  by 
Supervisor  Mark  Leno.  Robert 
McCarthy,  attorney  for  the  tow- 
er's owners  (KRON.  KTVU. 
KGO  and  KPIX),  confirmed  thai 
the  owners  would  agree  to  a  seis- 
mic analysis,  but  lold  the  com- 
mittee that  the  installation  of  the 
antenna  should  not  be  delayed. 
"The  FCC  compels  us  to  be  on 
the  air  by  November  of  1998," 
McCarthy  said. 

McCarthy  told  the  committee 
that  the  neighbors'  stated  mouve 
of  safety  is  questionable.  "They 
(neighbors)  keep  shifting  the  fo- 
cus and  raising  new  issues," 
McCarthy  said.  He  also  warned 
the  committee  that  if  the  City  di- 
verted the  time-frame  for  the  new 
digital  technology,  it  could  cause 
the  FCC  lo  take  way  land  use  au- 
thority from  local  municipalities. 

McCarthy's  answers  to  ques- 
tions from  the  supervisors  drew  a 
stinging  reiort  from  Bierman. 
who  called  Sutro  Tower  repre- 
sentative's refusal  lo  wait  to  hang 
the  antenna  until  the  testing  is 
performed  "selfish  and  dnfriend- 
iy  at  the  very  best." 

Wiiii  the  tabling  of  the  resolu- 
tion. Twin  Peaks  residents  ex- 
hausted their  last  oppoitunity  to 
place  the  mailer  before  city  offi- 
cials and  they  now  say  they  will 
lake  the  matter  lo  court. 
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ho  Con- 
trots  ihc 
Market- 
place of  Ideas? 

The  San  Fran- 
cisco Board  of 
Supervisors,  in 
their  haste  to  pun- 
ish publishers  in 
this  City,  arc  tram- 
pling the  rights  of  the  public  to 
get  information . 

A  plan  making  its  way  on  the 
"fast  track"  through  the  City's 
political  machinery  would  great- 
ly limit  publications',  especially 
monthlies*,  ability  to  distribute 
its  product.  As  well,  it  is  anti- 
business  because  it  significantly 
limits  the  ability  of  new  publica- 
tions to  enter  the  market  and  it 
would  add  considerably  to  the 
"visual  blight"  of  our  City's 
streets. 

A  Request  For  Proposal  is- 
sued by  the  SF  Department  of 
Public  Works  calls  for  the  vendor 
that  supplies  the  pedmounis  to 
install  about  1.000  of  the  news- 
racks  to  replace  the  City's  entire 
stock  of  newsracks.  estimated  to 
be  about  12,000  (although  no  one 
knows  how  many  there  are). 
About  500  of  the  racks  would 
have  an  18-square-foot  advertis- 
ing sign  attached  to  it.  The  adver- 
tising would  pay  for  the  installa- 
tion and  upkeep  of  the  equip- 
ment. 

In  effect,  we  are  going  to  plas- 
ter ihc  City  with  "advertising 
blight"  to  replace  the  claimed 
"visual  blight"  of  the  current 
newsracks. 

Supervisor  Barbara  Kaufnnaji. 
president  of  the  board,  intro- 
duced legislation  in  early  May  in 
the  board's  Finance  Committee 
thai  would  force  publishers  to 
distribute  their  newspapers  in 
mounted  "pedestal  racks." 

Kaufman  says  the  legislation 
is  in  response  lo  public  com- 
plaints about  the  current  state  of 
affairs  concerning  newsracks. 
Admittedly,  the  concerns  arc  not 
without  merit.  Publishers  have 
done  a  lousy  job  of  complying 
with  current  City  law.  They  do 
block  access  from  automobiles 
and  some  of  them  do  look  like 
hell. 

But  to  go  to  the  lengths  that 
Barbara  Kaufman  wants  lo  go  to 
fix  the  problem  is  overkill. 

Some  people  from  special  in- 
terest groups  who  testified  at  the 
Finance  Committee  hearing,  in- 
cluding representatives  from  San 
Francisco  Beautiful,  said  they 
have  been  working  on  the  news- 
rack  "problem"  for  10  years. 

The  laws  on  the  books,  that 
there  be  no  more  than  five  news- 
racks  in  a  row  and  that  they  not 
be  located  in  certain  areas,  in- 
cluding handicap  access  areas, 
would  have  been  adequate  to  deal 
with  any  perceived  newsrack 
"problem"  if  the  special  interest 
groups  had  fought  to  give  the  de- 
partment of  public  works  enough 
resources  to  adequately  enforce

the  law.  But  instead  of  taking  a 
rational  approach,  these  groups 
would  rather  trample  the  First 
Amendment  of  the  U.S. 
Constitution  and  limit  the 
amount  of  information  available 
lo  the  public. 

After  two  hearings  at  the 
board  of  supervisor's  Finance 
Committee,  where  publishers 
voiced  their  multitudinous  con- 
cerns about  the  plan,  ihe  Ihree- 
member  commiuee  unanimously 
voicd  May  20  to  pass  ilic  plan  to 
the  full  board. 

Some  of  the  problems  present- 
ed by  the  newsrack  legislation  in- 
clude: 

1)  As  pedmounis  replace  free- 
standing racks  in  parts  of  the  city, 
publishers  will  be  relocating 
those  racks  to  other  neighbor- 
hoods, including  the  Richmond 
and  Sunset  districts.  This  migra- 
tion of  newsracks  will  exacerbate 
the  newsrack  "problem"  in  oiher 
parts  of  town  -  making  the  prob- 
lem progressively  worse  and 
causing  a  citywide  proliferation  - 
not  reduction  -  of  newsracks. 

2)  The  installation  of  1,000 
pedmounts  in  the  City  could  lock 
out  competition  by  capping  the 
amount  of  publications  available 
to  the  public  and  limiting  the 
public's  ability  to  diverse  sources 
of  inlormaiion.  As  an  example  of 
this  legislation's  "chilling"  effect 
on  the  press.  The  City  Voice 
newspaper,  which  I  published  in 
San  Francisco  from  1995  to 
1997,  might  not  have  left  the 
drawing  board  without  news- 
racks.  The  racks  not  only  gave 
product  idcniificaiion,  but  every 
issue  distributed  some  30.000 
copies  of  the  newspaper,  seven 
days  a  week,  24  hours  a  day. 
Some  areas,  such  as  the  Financial 
and  Downtown  districts,  arc  al- 
most completely  dependent  on 
newsracks  for  distribution. 

3)  Neighborhood  businesses 
that  advertise  in  local  publica- 
tions will  get  "less  bang  for  iheir 
buck"  if  circulation  numbers  and 
product  visibility  are  reduced. 

4)  Some  blind  residents  ex- 
pressed concern  that  some  of  the 
pedmount  newsracks  in  the 
City's  pilot  program  are  inade- 
quate and  unsafe  because  they 
are  elevated  from  a  cenu'al  base, 
causing  a  blind  person  to  miss 
the  rack  with  their  cane  and  lead- 
ing ihem  to  walk  directly  into  the 
street  furniture. 

5)  The  newsrack  is  discrimi- 
natory because  it  gives  priority  to 
daily  and  weekly  publications  in 
the  soon-to-be-installed  news- 
racks,  as  well  as  priority  for 
space  allocations  in  the  racks  lutd

a  top  priority  for 
space  in  all  addi- 
tional racks  that 
might  be  installed 
in  the  future. 

A  cily  attorney 
working  on  the  lan- 
guage of  the  ordi- 
nance testified 
there  has  to  be  a 
way  to  discriminate  in  case  of 
limited  space  because  ihc 
Supreme  Court  has  ruled  that  any 
legislation  concerning  newsracks 
must  be  "content  neutral."  But 
even  a  simple  lottery  would  give 
every  publication  an  equal  shot  at 
space  and  location  allocations  in 
the  pedmounis. 

6)  No  one  knows  what  the 
cost  of  the  program  will  be.  An 
arbiu-ary  S30  per  fee  cost  for  the 
privilege  of  leasing  space  from  a 
vendor  could  escalate  exponen- 
tially in  future  years,  making  it 
financially  difficult  for  neighbor- 
hood newspapers  in  ihcir  neigh- 
borhoods. 

(Under  Kaufman's  legislation, 
the  Richmond  Review  and 
Sunset  Beacon  newspapers 
would  have  to  pay  an  additional 
SI,500  a  year  for  permits  -  an 
amount  that  could  go  up  substan- 
tially. The  50  newsracks  of  the 
two  publications  distribute  more 
than  10,000  copies  lo  neighbor- 
hood residents,  about  20  percent 
of  CHIT  total  distribution.) 

There  are  many  more  unan- 
swered questions  and  problems 
concerning  this  legislation,  in- 
cluding the  fact  that  we  do  not 
even  know  how  many  racks  there 
are  in  the  city;  we  have  not  iden- 
tified areas  that  contain  "real" 
hc^th  and  safely  code  violations; 
and  we  have  not  promulgated 
guidelines  for  the  implementa- 
tion of  the  program,  despite  the 
fact  that  the  City  has  a  Request 
For  Proposals  out  there  calling 
for  some  third-party  vendor  lo 
supply  and  maintain  1 ,000  ped- 
mounts to  control  ihe  flow  of  in- 
formation in  San  Francisco. 

Kaufman  did  linker  with  the 
legislation  in  an  effort  lo  give 
neighborhood  newspapers  a  bit 
of  an  upper  hand  over  other 
monthly  publications,  but  ihis  ac- 
tion misses  the  point.  Rather  than 
taking  a  rational  approach  the 
protects  the  First  Amendment 
rights  of  the  Fourth  Estate,  the 
current  newsrack  ordinance 
would  limit  alternative  voices 
and  would  act  as  a  giant  clamp 
on  the  ability  of  future  publishers 
to  serve  the  public. 

Bui  I  think  if  San  Franciscans 
understand  the  legislation  will 
limit  their  ability  lo  get  publica- 
tions and  thai  it  limits  the  ability 
of  publishers  to  enter  the  market- 
place, they  would  demand  thai 
more  thought  go  into  what  is  now 
a  seriously  flawed  piece  of  legis- 
lation. 

To  compromise  the  U.S. 
Constitution  in  the  name  of  polit- 
ical expediency  and  political 
compromise  is  wrong.

that  date.  During  that  lime,  die 
club  has  exercised  a  responsi- 
ble custodial  stewardship  of 
Spreckles  Lake  to  the  benefit  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  its  citizens  and  thou- 
sands of  visitors,  according  lo 
Marshall. 

In  order  to  promote  the  sport 
of  model  boating  and  provide  a 
recreational  facility  for  mem- 
bers of  the  Club  and  non-mem- 
bers as  well,  the  SFMYC  in 
1902  made  a  request  for  con- 
siniciion  of  Speckles  Lake.  The 
Lake  was  completed  in  1903. 

The  SFMYC  clubhouse  near 
the  west  shore,  across  John  F. 
Kennedy  Drive  from  Polo 
Field,  was  constructed  as  a  pro- 
ject of  the  Works  Progress 
Administration  in  1937  and  ha.s 
been  continuously  occupied  by 
die  club  ever  since. 

SFMYC  arranges  and  con- 
ducts model  sailing  and  power 
boating  events  on  Spreckles 
lake  on  local,  national  and  in- 


ternational levels.  The  Club 
meets  monthly  to  discuss  busi- 
ness and  share  information.

meetings  and  extensive  engineer- 
ing research  before  unanimously 
adopting  the  Octavia  Boulevard 
plan  in  1996. 

But  a  coalition  of  Westside 
residents,  led  by  the  San 
Francisco  Neighbors'  Association 
and  the  Sunset  Heights 
Association  of  Responsible 
People,  got  Proposition  H  passed 


in  November  1997  by  10.000 
votes.  The  measure  called  for 
widening  and  retrofitting  the 
freeway  lo  Fell  and  Oak  street 
ramps.  City  voters  gave  their  ap- 
proval for  Caltrans  to  begin  re- 
building the  damaged  freeway  by 
a  margin  of  10,000  votes. 

The  vote  was  to  restore  the 
freeway  to  the  way  it  was  before 
the  Loma-Prieia  Earthquake 
struck  in  1989.  Access  to  the 
freeway  was  permanently  re- 
stricted due  to  damaged  freeway 
ramps  to  Franklin  and  Gough

streets,  but  Prop.  H  also  calls  for 
Caltrans  to  restore  some  sort  o: 
north  and  south  access  for  mo- 
torists crossing  the  city. 

Vehicles  can  currenUy  use  the 
Central  Freeway  in  the  west- 
bound direction  to  the  freeway's 
terminus  at  Fell  Street,  but  traffic 
traveling  casibound  has  to  be 
rerouted  to  the  freeway's  South 
Van  Ness  Avenue  entrance. 

"We  have  a  lot  of  voters  in 
this  neighborhood,  and  we  say 
'no  more.'"  SFNA  Director  Julie 
Lee  said. 

"If  you  cut  off  the  Central 
Freeway,  there's  no  way  out  here 
anymore,"  Lee  said.  "It  creates 
traffic  problems  everywhere. 
There  are  90,000  cars  on  that 
freeway  every  day." 

Lee  also  feels  the  plan  to  take 
the  battle  for  the  Central  Freeway 
is  probably  moot,  since  Caltrans 
is  well  underway  with  its  final 
engineering  studies  and  is  getting 
ready  to  begin  construction  work. 

But  the  task  force  pushing  for 
a  November  ballot  initiative  also 
sites  the  economic  improvement 
10  a  large  portion  of  the  neigh- 
borhood as  a  reason  to  vote  for 
the  replacement  project.  City 
Controller  Harvey  Rose  esti- 
mates between  $10  to  $15  mil- 
lion worth  of  land  would  be  freed 
up  by  the  removal  of  the  old  free- 
way, and  because  Caltrans  and 
the  City  own  the  land  along 
Octavia  Street,  no  condemnations 
Of  seizures  would  be  necessary. 

Task  force  representatives  also 
point  out  the  "Octavia 
Boulevard"  plan  will  be  far  less 
expensive  and  lake  less  lime  lo 
complete  than  a  retrofit  and  de- 
liver u^fic  in  all  directions  more 
effectively  than  the  current  free- 
way.

Park  club  gives 
free  lessons  to 
novices

Do  you  know  thai  lawn  bowl- 
ing is  available  for  free  in  the 
City? 

The  San  Francisco  Lawn 
Bowling  Club  (LBC)  is  located 
between  the  Sunset  and  the 
Richmond  Districts,  in  the  heart 
of  Golden  Gate  Park.  If  you  walk 
toward  the  tennis  courts  or  the 
Connolly  Playground  for  chil- 
dren, you've  reached  your  desti- 
nation. 

Ai  the  LBC,  bowlers  are  often 
dressed  all  in  white.  TTiai  means 
they  are  having  a  tournament,  be- 
cause tradition  demands  that 
bowlers  dress  in  while  during 
tournaments  and  on  weekends. 
When  bowlers  are  just  playing 
and  not  compreling,  or  on  week- 
days, the  only  requirement  is  that 
everyone  wear  flat  soled  shoes, 
since  players  will  be  walking  on 
a  beautiful,  lush  lawn. 

Lawn  bowling  is  not  as  well 
known  in  this  country  as  in 
Europe,  Australia  and  Hong 
Kong,  where  people  learn  lo  play 
the  game  as  children. 

There  are  a  dozen  lawn  bowl- 
ing clubs  in  ihe  Bay  Area,  and 
the  sport  is  growing  in  populari- 
ty. 

The  rules  for  lawn  bowling 
are  similar  to  shuffleboard  or  bil- 
liards, except  everything  happens 
in  the  open  air  and  on  grass. 

"Once  you  start  lawn  bowling, 
it's  very  hard  to  tear  yourself 
away  from  the  game.  And  its  so 
nice  to  be  outdoors,"  said 
Victoria  DiLabbia  Giambruno, 
an  old-time  member  at  LBC. 

Even  though  Giambruno  has 
just  had  foot  surgery,  she  can  not 
wail  to  go  back  to  Golden  Gale 
Park. 

The  ancient  game  of  Bowls- 
bowling  on  the  Green,  has  been 
played  continuously  since  50{X) 
B.C.  where  il  originated  in 
Egypt.  Then  il  caught  on  in 
Europe  where  the  French  call  it 
"boules"  or  "petanque,"  depend- 
ing if  you're  from  the  North  or 
from  the  South  of  France. 
Italians  call  it  "bali."  and  the 
Danish  "bole."  Only  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  countries  continue  to  play 
the  game  on  grass. 

LBC  IS  one  of  the  oldest  clubs 
in  the  U.S.  and  is  registered  as  a 
landmark.  In  July  1901,  ihc  first

green  was  laid  down  in  San 
Francisco.  Although  the  club  was 
reduced  lo  ashes  by  the  1906 
earihquake,  it  was  rebuilt  and  has 
been  open  ever  since.  The  oldest 
bowling  lawn  in  ihe  world,  dat- 
ing back  10  1299  A.D.,  is  in 
ScHiih  Hampton,  England. 

The  LBC  lawn  is  cared  for  by 
the  City  gardeners  and  by  club 
members. 

"It's  a  member's  duly  to  roll 
Ihe  lawn  before  a  tournament," 
Giambruno  said.  "We  are  very 
pwotective  of  our  lawn.  We  need 
lo  keep  it  in  excellent  condition." 

All  lawn  tx>wling  lessons  are 
free.  To  make  the  game  accessi- 
ble to  children,  there  are  free 
classes  on  Wednesdays  al  noon 
and  on  Saturdays  at  5:30  p.m. 

"We  want  lo  attract  younger 
people  to  the  game,  like  in 
Europe.  This  is  why  we  try  to 
stay  available  after  hours," 
Giambruno  said. 

Anyone  can  call  the  club  lo 
make  an  appoinunent  for  a  les- 
son. "Lawn  bowling  is  not  a  se- 
niors game,"  Robb  Pawlak,  pub- 
licity chairman  for  LBC.  Pawlak 
look  up  the  game  three  years  ago 
at  the  age  of  49. 

"Il's  like  a  big  chess  game  for 
me,"  Pawlak  said.  "I  like  the 
mental  part  of  lawn  bowling.  You 
need  lo  reevaluate  your  strategy 
after  each  move.  You  need  to  do 
a  lot  of  thinking." 

Lawn  bowling  offers  the  op- 
portunity to  get  out  in  the  great 
outdoors  and  get  plenty  of  exer- 
cise. It  is  not  a  violent  sport,  it  is 
not  a  manial  art.  but  like  almost 
all  sport  disciplines,  lawn  bowl- 
ing is  a  test  for  temper,  reveals

character  and  is  a  great  aniidoie 
for  worry. 

Individuals  pay  S50  to  be- 
come a  member  and  then  club 
house,  equipment  and  ihe  lawn  is 
open  every  day  except  Mondays. 
As  soon  as  you  become  a  mem- 
ber, your  hand  is  measured  and 
you  find  out  what  size  bowl  you 
need.  The  club  will  lend  bowls  to 
all  newcomers. 

Originally,  the  bowl  was  made 
of  wood.  Today,  ihe  bowl  is 
made  of  a  compressed  plastic 
composite  the  size  of  a  big  or- 
ange (or  a  small  grapefruit), 
heavy  enough  to  work  out  some 
of  your  muscles  but  light  enough 
not  to  damage  the  lawn. 

The  object  of  the  game  is  lo 
roll  the  bowl  as  close  as  possible 
to  a  small  white  ball  called 
"Jack". 

If  you  play  by  singles  or  pairs, 
you  each  gel  four  bowls;  if  you 
play  triples  and  fours,  you  get 
only  three  bowls.  The  lawn 
square  or  "Green"  is  approxi- 
mately 120  feel  divided  in  seven 
"rinks."  that  way  the  lawn  is  used 
evenly. 

How  long  does  it  take  to  be- 
come a  novice?  According  to 
Head  Coach  Henry  Leigh,  ihe  in- 
cubation period  is  about  nine 
months. 

The  San  Francisco  Club  has 
about  150  members  and  most 
members,  more  than  60,  are  resi- 
dents of  the  Sunset  District. 

To  take  advantage  of  daylight

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Conductor  Hansen:  52  years 
wooing  crowds  in  the  park

In  his  52  years  of  playing  in 
or  conducting  ihc  Golden  Gate 
Park  Band,  Robert  Hansen  has 
played  two  concerts  in  the  snow, 
utterly  lost  the  band's  conccnira- 
lion  because  of  a  pair  of  female 
streakers  and.  among  dozens  of 
other  highlights  and  memories, 
performed  for  two  sitting  United 
States  presidents  -  Harry  Truman 
and  Richard  Nixon. 

"But  those  arc  just  oddities." 
asserts  Hansen.  "Whether  we're 
having  a  theme  day  with  the  band 
or  whatever  else  is  going  on,  I 
never  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that 
these  concerts  are  for  the  peo- 
ple." 

This  (ruth,  which  was  very 
much  in  evidence  in  early  May, 
when  the  band,  in  honor  of  the 
207lh  anniversary  of  the  Polish 
Constitution,  presented  an  after- 
noon of  guest  speakers,  Polish 
music  and  folk  dances. 

The  perfect  spring  afternoon 
brought  hundreds  of  people  to 
the  Band  Shell  for  the  day's  con- 
cert, and  whether  people  were 
enjoying  picnics,  visiting  with 
friends,  reading  or  paying  napl  at- 
tention to  the  performers,  the 
glue  thai  held  this  crowd  together 
was  the  lively,  beautiful  music 
emanating  from  Robert  Hansen 
and  the  Golden  Gate  Park  Band. 

It  is  part  of  Golden  Gate 
Park's  grand  tradition.  Concerts 
of  this  son  have  been  going  on 
for  more  than  a  100  years.  In 
1882,  the  band  began  playing 
concerts  near  the  Conservatory 
and,  a  few  years  later,  moved  to  a 
wooden  band  stand  built  where 
the  tennis  courts  currently  reside. 

In  1900.  Klaus  Spreckels  pre- 
sented the  city  with  a  560,000 
gift  to  construct  the  Band  Shell 
(originally  known  as  the  Temple 
of  Music)  at  its  current  site.  The 
original  concourse,  once  known 
to  San  Franciscans  as  Concert 
Valley,  offered  bench  seating  for 
20,000  people. 

"You  must  remember," 
Hansen  said,  "that  in  those  days 
the  Band  Shell  was  as  much  a 
community  center  as  it  was  a 
place  of  entertainment.  Those 
were  the  days  before  radio,  let 
alone  movies  or  television." 

Though  times  have  changed 


and  crowds  have  ebbed,  the 
Sunday  conccas  arc  still  enjoyed 
and  appreciated  by  thousands  of 
San  Franciscans  and  visitors  each 
year.  This  is  in  no  small  measure 
due  to  the  laleni  and  profession- 
alism of  Hansen  and  the  Golden 
Gate  Park  Band. 

'There  are  currently  32  band 
members,"  Hansen  said.  "While 
they  arc  all  well-trained,  versatile 
musicians,  they  agree  to  perform 
these  Sunday  afternoon  concerts 
for  half  of  their  usual  union 
scale.  "Otherwise,"  Hansen  said, 
"the  City  would  simply  cancel 
the  band  altogether." 

The  band  and  its  Sunday  con- 
certs have  not  survived  without 
struggle.  The  Band  Shell  cost  S2 
million  to  retrofit  after  the  1989 
Loma-Prieta  Earthquake,  and 
many  believe  the  cost  was  exces- 
sive. Others  believe  that  tradition 
and  the  band's  entertainment  lev- 
el were  worth  the  price  tag  and, 
for  the  time  being,  the  concerts 
continue.  The  present  cost  of  the 
Sunday  concerts  is  about 
$100,000  a  year,  most  of  which 
is  used  to  cover  the  band's 
salaries,  insurance  and  a  union- 
mandated  retirement  fund  for  the 
musicians. 

The  Golden  Gale  Park  Band's 
funding  has  followed  the  pre- 
dictably convoluted  path  of  any 
municipal  entity  that  has  been 
around  for  about  100  years  - 
ranging  from  being  wholly  city 
funded  (starting  in  1919),  to 
50/50  funding  between  the  city 
and  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  (begun 
by  the  SF  Board  of  Supervisors 
in  1965).  to  the  current  arrange- 
ment of  grants  (the  Hotel  Tax 
Fund,  etc.)  and  private  donations. 

For  Hansen,  a  spry,  gregarious 
gentleman  who  turned  a  decep- 
tive 80  in  January,  music  has  al- 
ways been  a  vital  pan  of  his  life. 
He  began  piano  lessons  at  age  6. 
moved  to  uumpet  and  clarinet  by 
his  mid-teens  and,  after  continu- 
ing music  lessons  of  one  form  or 
another  the  rest  of  his  childhood, 
graduated  from  UC  Berkeley 
with  a  degree  in  music  in  1939. 

"I've  always  made  my  living 
through  music,"  he  said,  "liu^gely 
through  private  lessons,  but  also 
by  teaching  (Peralla  College; 
Merritt  College;  Holy  Names 
College),  playing  jazz  clubs  and.

or  course,  the  Sunday  concerts." 

The  Robert  Hansen  Band  used 
to  play  at  various  Bay  Area  clubs 
and  concert  venues  in  the  Big 
Band  days  before  World  War  II 
and,  over  the  years,  Hansen  has 
played  for  the  San  Francisco 
Symphony,  Opera  and  Ballet.  He 
considers  Jerome  Kern  his  fa- 
vorite Popular-music  composer 
and  Beethoven  his  favorite  classi- 
cal music  composer. 

Shortly  after  leaving  the  Army 
in  1946,  Hansen  joined  the 
Golden  Gate  Park  Band  as  a 
u-umpel  player.  He  took  over  the 
role  of  conductor  in  1972  and,  in 
1973.  was  made  Permanent 
Conductor. 

As  (0  those  presidential  con- 
certs, the  first  was  June  13,  1948, 
when  Harry  S.  Truman  made  a 
campaign  stop  in  the  city  during 
a  harried  17  city  lour  of  the  west.

the  commissioners  for  while- 
washing  whal  ihcy  say  is  a 
proven  unlawful  demolition  and 
then  bargaining  away  ihc  penally. 

"ll  was  a  wholesale  demoli- 
lion,  iwo-thirds  of  ii  (the  original 
siniclurc)  was  changed  in  viola- 
lion  of  the  permii."  said  Edilh 
McNeil,  a  neighbor.  'There  is  re- 
ally nothing  left  of  ihc  original 
building." 

Hiroski  Fukuda,  a  member  of 
ihe  Richmond  Community 
Association,  told  the  commis- 
sioners ihe  work  was  really  a 
"demolition  done  under  the  guise 
of  an  alteration." 

Another  neighbor,  John 
Cervantes,  called  the  board's 
penally  insufficient.  "I  am  ap- 
palled that  people  with  fore- 
knowledge would  pull  this  and 
wait  for  seven  years,"  Cervantes 
said. 

Demolition  is  a  seven 
year  saga 

The  seven  year  saga  began  in 
1990  when  Tjoe  applied  for  a 
permit  to  add  a  iwo-slory  addi- 
tion to  a  single  family  dwelling. 
No  work  was  performed  on  the 
structure  until  August  of  1997 
when  the  controversial  alter- 
ations to  the  building  were  made. 
During  ihe  seven  years,  several 
scLs  of  plans  were  drawn  up  for 
the  property. 

The  first  set  of  plans  shows 
that  the  second  floor  framing, 
front  wall,  rear  walls  and  the 
property  line  w:ills  at  the  attic 
were  to  remain  during  the  build- 
oui.

Hutchinson  said  ihe  deparimeni 
IS  taking  the  matter  very  seriou,s- 
ly  and  has  gone  to  the  City 
Attorney  to  establish  guidelines 
for  building  inspectors.

There  are  two 
important  real  es- 
tate related  issues 
in  this  election.  I  will  try  to  sum- 
marize ihcm  in  this  article. 

Prop  E-Rent  Control 
Exemption 

The  most  contested  issue  is 
Proposition  E.  which  seeks  to  ex- 
empt the  smaller  two  to  four  unit 
owner-occupied  buildings  from 
rent  control,  reluming  them  to 
the  same  status  as  when  the  orig- 
inal rent  control  ordinance  was 
passed  in  1979. 

There  have  been  serious  alle- 
gations on  both  sides  of  dirty 
politics  with  the  Yes  on  Prop.  E 
group  accusing  the  other  side  of 
taking  down  1,500  of  their  signs 
after  they  spent  much  of  their 
campaign  funds  pulling  them  up. 

The  No  on  Prop.  E  camp,  in 
turn,  accused  the  Yes  on  Prop.  E 
group  of  making  up  siories  in 
their  campaign  liicralure  and  the 
voters  pamphlet  to  generate  sym- 
pathy for  their  position. 

Let's  set  the  record  straight. 
The  stories  on  all  campaign  liter- 
ature are  the  extremes  of  what 
happened  and  what  can  happen. 
However,  not  alt  tenants  are  bad 
and  not  all  seniors  and  gays  are 
going  to  be  evicted  the  day  after 
the  election  if  Prop.  E  were  to 
pass. 

As  you  think  through  this 
proposition,  think  about  being 
fair  to  both  the  small  home  own- 
ers and  the  tenants.  Is  it  fair  for 
the  owner-occupier  owners  of 
these  two  to  four  units  to  be 
forced  to  live  under  rent  contfol? 
To  limited  their  rent  increases 
and  their  choice  of  who  to  live 
with? 

1  would  compare  this  situalfon 
to  one  where  if  you  own  some- 
thing, say  a  car  or  anything  else, 
and  lend  it  to  a  friend,  and  then

eventually  you  ask  for  it  back  be- 
cause another  friend  of  yours 
needs  it  more,  bui  the  answer  is 
no  because  the  law  says  that  you 
cannot  have  it  back.  Docs  this 
make  sense  in  our  society  where 
private  ownership  is  one  of  our 
constitutional  rights? 

Lei's  look  at  ii  from  the  other 
side.  The  tenant  has  resided  in  an 
apartmcni  for  the  past  10  years 
and  is  getting  up  in  age.  This  is 
his  or  her  home.  Does  it  make 
sense  for  someone  to  ask  him  or 
her  to  leave  or  to  raise  the  rent 
just  because  the  owner  wanis  to 
rent  it  to  someone  else  for  more 
money. 

Prop.  E  is  a  sensitive  issue, 
causing  debates  among  close 
friends  and  families.  The  vote 
last  time  in  1994  was  very  close 
and  everyone  expects  the  same 
this  lime  around. 
Prop.  I-Public 
Notification 

The  passage  of  Prop.  I  would 
require  the  City  to  post  a  sign  or 
notify  the  nearby  property  own- 
ers, tenants  and  organizations  of 
any  City  projects  in  their  neigh- 
borhoods. In  addition,  any  pri- 
vate facilities  or  services  would 


also  be  included  un- 
der Prop.  I  if  they 
were  paid  for  with 
more  Uian  550,000 
in  City  money. 
Some  services  such 
as  shelters  for  bat- 
tered persons  and 
group  care  homes 
arc  exempted. 
The  proponents  arc  for  more 
disclosure  and  want  more  control 
of  what  is  happening  in  their 
neighborhood.  Rcccni  examples 
of  facilities  going  in  without  no- 
tification are  low-income  housing 
and  probation  groups. 

The  opponents  of  Prop.  I  arc 
claiming  that  notification  rules 
arc  already  in  place  under  the 
City  planning  guidelines  and  this 
would  be  a  duplication  of  proce- 
dures, thus  making  the  approval 
process  more  inefficient.  They 
also  claim  that  by  the  notification 
process,  it  would  make  discrimi- 
nation against  certain  groups 
much  easier,  giving  ihcm  less  ac- 
cess to  certain  neighborhoods. 

Both  sides  have  some  validity 
to  Uieir  arguments.  The  question 
is  do  you  want  more  control  and 
notice  of  what  is  going  on  in 
your  neighborhood  or  do  you 
trust  the  government  to  do  what 
is  right  for  you? 

Whatever  your  position  is  re- 
garding these  issues,  don't  forget 
to  vote  June  5.

In  1940,  the  Sutro  Car  Bam  was  near  the  comer  of  32nd  and  Clement  Street.  The 
barn  was  built  in  1895  and  was  abandoned  in  1951. 


In  mid-Marcli.  I  went 
wiih  our  publisher  Paul 
Kozak.  10  the  Taiwan 
Restaurant  on  Clement 
Street  for  a  dim  sum  lunch. 

The  restaurant,  which 
opened  in  1986.  seats  about 
70  people  and  is  located  in 
the  former  Open  Theater. 
The  inside  has  been  transformed 
into  something  soothing  and  at- 
tractive and  the  service  is  excel- 
lent. 

We  started  with  Hot  and  Sour 
Soup,  $3.95,  then  proceeded  to 
Pork  Dumplings  (10),  $4.05. 
Green  Onion  Pancakes,  $1.80 
and  Steamed  Pork  Buns,  $2.55. 
We  also  had  excellent  Steamed 
Rice  and  a  lovely  tea. 

My  second  visit  to  Tiawan 
Restaurant,  this  lime  with  Hanns, 
started  wid»  Soy  Milk.  SI.  a  big 
warm  bowl  served  in  smaller 
soup  bowls.  To  the  mixture,  one 
adds  a  bit  of  sugar  and  mayt>e  a 
Chinese  donut,  SI  on  the  side.  To 
us  it  tasted  like  a  wonderful,  and 
healthy  dessert,  but  Bin.  the  help- 
ful manager,  told  us  that  many 
Chinese  diners  eat  it  for  breakfast.

first  term  -  not  during  the  "u-ou- 
blcd  one.   he  said. 

Although  they  are  often  more 
difficult  to  put  together.  Hansen 
has  a  particular  fondness  for  the 
band's  theme  concerts.  Such  re- 
cent concerts  have  included  spe- 
cial programs  for  Cinco  de 
Mayo,  St.  Patrick's  Day  and 
Black  Heritage  Month. 
Upcoming  theme  concerts  in- 
clude Italian-American  Day 
(June  7).  and  a  program  of 
French  music  in  celebration  of 
Bastille  Day  (July  14). 

"Aside  from  my  usual  con- 
ducting," he  explains,  "1  need  to 
keep  track  of  the  pre-recorded 
pieces,  guest  speakers,  dancers 
and  other  performers'  introduc- 
tions.
